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PHYSICIAN-IN-CHIEF 
AND SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 

OF THE DEPARTMENT FOR MENTAL AND NERVOUS DISEASES, 
WEST PHILADELPHIA 

To the Managers of the Pennsylvania Hospital: 

The Physician-in-Chief and Superintendent's report of 
the Department for Mental and Nervous Diseases for the 
year ending Second Month 28th, 1918, is respectfully pre- 
sented : 

How best to serve in helping win the war has been 
the anxious thought of all throughout the year. The men- 
ace of food shortage and high cost of living appeared even 
before the imperative call for our trained and experienced 
nurses and officers for military service. 

The increase of production from the usual hospital 
gardens was encouraged to the utmost, and additional land 
ploughed from the lawns for tillage during spare hours by 
twenty-six officers and employees, most of whom had fam- 
ilies to support outside the hospital. Their energy in cul- 
tivating these gardens was unflagging and rewarded by 
abundant harvest. Still greater interest is manifest in plans 
maturing for the coming season. 

Conservation of food has been sought in two direc- 
tions, reduction of waste in general and restricted use of 
the special articles most needed by the army. Apportion- 
ment according to definite rations in issues from stores 
and per capita distribution to departments have been the 
effective measures of control. The requirements of the

national food administrator have been fully met and some- 
times exceeded. General food waste has been diminished 
more than one-half ; the consumption of butter 38 per cent. ; 
sugar, 33 per cent. ; meats, 23 per cent., and wheat flour, 
57 per cent. 

There has been sustained and productive interest 
among patients and employees in war work. The oppor- 
tunity to do their part in patriotic service, even during the 
period of illness has brought to many patients a deep satis- 
faction and sometimes the stimulus to remedial occupa- 
tion when other motives have failed. In addition to con- 
siderable outside work by members of the Hospital family, 
the patients themselves, with little assistance from others, 
have made at the Hospital 1 338 articles for the use of 
soldiers and sailors, namely: sweaters, knitted, 600; hel- 
mets, 65; scarfs, 117; wristlets, 84; pairs of socks, 58; 
bath-mitts, 86; abdominal band, 1 ; head bandages, 36; tail 
bandages, 44 ; heel rolls, 240 ; trench caps, 7. One woman 
patient has knitted 36 sweaters. 

The honor roll from our staff of physicians, officers, 
nurses and employees is long and worthy of the traditions 
and past of the Hospital. The void left in our service is 
deep and wide, commensurate with the promise of achieve- 
ment elsewhere in safeguarding common interests and wel- 
fare. The service flags of this department bear 72 stars, 
63 for men and 9 for women, who were serving the Hos- 
pital when they responded to their country's call. Fifteen 
others would have appeared there had they remained a few 
weeks or months longer with us. The record stands as 
follows :

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The influence of the war and its needs has been felt 
more and more as was to be expected. The cheerful and 
earnest endeavor to promote its successful issue has seemed 
to be our paramount duty. At the same time it has seemed 
imperative to maintain the essential integrity of the Hos- 
pital organization, not only that the usual work might be 
done, but also a reserve held for prospective increase of 
demands for treatment and rehabilitation of mental patients 
and others suffering from war neuroses when they shall 
be returned from the trenches. 

The extreme and increasing shortage of experienced 
workers in all departments has, notwithstanding curtail- 
ment of work wherever possible, thrown upon all extra 
burdens which have been borne with a cheerful loyalty most 
helpful and encouraging. 

Despite consumption of reserves, restriction of outlay 
to absolute necessities and closest economy in all ways the 
expense rate shows an alarming advance. Our total main- 
tenance expenses annually at the ante war level were 
$346,340; last year, $360,000; this year, $410,313, show- 
ing a percentage increase of 4-per cent. last year; 14-per 
cent, this year and iQ-per cent, since the beginning of the 
war. The chief items of increase are salaries and wages, 
$12,024; coal, $16,895; food supplies, $18,970. 

Although the earnings of this department were greater 
this year to the amount of $19,963, and were the largest 
in the history of the Hospital, the net deficit for mainte- 
nance expenses is $61,282, compared with $27,807 last 
year. 

In even higher ratio has grown the demand for chari- 
table service. There were treated during the year 55 free 
patients, 274 patients at approximately one-half the cost 
rate and 126 others at a considerable concession in rate. 
Altogether 455 patients, or 74-percent, of all under treat- 
ment, received the benefits of this service at a total cost 
of $142,755 for the year, an increase of 37-per cent, since 
the beginning of the war. 

Prior to 1841, a period of nearly ninety years, the 
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Pennsylvania Hospital observed no distinction other than 
required by the special needs of individual patients, whether 
mental or physical factors predominated in illnesses under 
treatment. All its patients were cared for in the same 
buildings and treated by the same staff of physicians and 
nurses. Gradually, however, came the consciousness that 
mental illness, while requiring the full service of a hospital 
for the sick and injured, had, in addition, peculiar needs 
as regards provision for care and conditions of treatment 
and investigation. Recognition of these needs led to the 
establishment of the Department at West Philadelphia 
which was designated, Pennsylvania Hospital for the In- 
sane, a title expressing the highest ideal of provision for 
mental patients for many years thereafter. As time passed 
the term insane gradually lost its original content signify- 
ing ill health, and by constant usage in court proceedings 
and restraint of personal liberty became narrowed in scope 
to that degree of mental ill health which exceeds the limit 
of self-control and self-care and involves a declaration of 
mental incompetence and legal restriction. The new mean- 
ing, being repugnant to patients and their friends, became 
a serious obstacle to early and adequate treatment in hos- 
pitals. Moreover, the whole trend of progress in the man- 
agement of mental patients has been away from the court 
and compulsive measures toward the voluntary relation. 
Fifty-six per cent, of the patients admitted to this depart- 
ment this year came voluntarily without commitment. 
Hence a reversion to the unitary concept of mental and 
physical diseases has been deemed by the Managers wise 
and appropriate. Accordingly, the official title of the De- 
partment at West Philadelphia has been changed to "Penn- 
sylvania Hospital, Department for Mental and Nervous 
Diseases" in correlation with the Department for Sick and 
Injured at Eighth and Spruce Streets. 

Some of the aspirations of Dr. Kirkbride and Dr. 
Chapin have been realized during the year. The former 
put high value on instruction of attendants in their duties 
and relations to patients, while his encouragement of gen- 
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eral culture by numerous lectures upon a variety of sub- 
jects in the arts and sciences was notable. Dr. Chapin 
arranged courses of lectures on nursing in addition to 
practical instruction in the wards and issued certificates of 
proficiency to worthy attendants. These beginnings have 
grown into fully organized schools of nursing, one at each 
department. In addition to the Superintendents of Nurses, 
the medical and laboratory staffs and special lecturers, an 
instructor for each school devotes substantially full time 
to teaching, demonstrations and other school duties. The 
pupils work on the wards under the supervision of graduate 
nurses. The women's course covers three years, including 
fifteen months' training in affiliated general hospitals, and 
meets all the requirements for State registration of profes- 
sional nurses. The men's course covers two years in mental 
and general nursing in this hospital and such other train- 
ing as can be arranged in general hospitals. Unfortunately 
the general hospitals as yet do not provide adequate train- 
ing for men, a deficiency of serious nature calling for effort 
to remedy, 

The first exercises of graduation for nurses of the 
Department at West Philadelphia were held in January 
when diplomas were awarded seven men and six women 
graduates. Dr. F. X. Dercum delivered a most acceptable 
address, after which a reception was held in the center 
parlors followed by entertainment in the Hall. 

THE NUMBER OF PATIENTS 

at the beginning of the year in the Hospital was 362 — 146 
men, 216 women; on visit, 22 — 12 men, 10 women. There 
were admitted during the year 251 patients — 119 men, 132 
women. There returned from visit of the previous year 
4 patients — 1 man, 3 women. The whole number of patients 
under treatment during the year was 617 — 266 men, 351 
women. There were discharged 263 patients — 127 men, 
136 women. There died 27 patients — 12 men, 15 women. 
There remained at the end of the year in the hospital 335 
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patients — 132 men, 203 women; on visit, 10 patients — 6 
men, 4 women. The daily average of patients in the Hos- 
pital during the year was 349 — 139 men, 210 women; the 
smallest number present was 329; the largest number 371. 

THE ADMISSIONS 

of all classes of patients were 251, of whom 84 per cent, 
belonged in Pennsylvania, 55 per cent, in Philadelphia. 
Seventy-six per cent, were born in the United States; 55 
per cent, in Pennsylvania, 

There were admitted during the year 141 voluntary 
patients — 74 men, 67 women, being 56 per cent, of all ad- 
missions. Subsequent commitment became necessary in 
only 13 cases — 6 men and 7 women. There were in the 
Hospital at the end of the year 40 voluntary patients — 15 
men, 25 women, being 11.9 per cent, of patients remaining. 

MENTAL PATIENTS 

constituted 93 per cent, of all admissions, of whom 87 per 
cent, were first admissions to this Hospital. 

MENTAL PATIENTS FIRST ADMITTED 
averaged 36 years of age, the youngest 12 years, and the 
oldest 88 years. The age of 65 or older had been reached 
by 23 or 9.7 per cent. 

The previous duration of mental illness was less than 
a month in 57 patients, one to three months in 47, three 
to six months in 28, six to nine months in 18, nine to 
twelve months in 2, one year or longer in 53 or 25.8 per 
cent. 

Psychoses of acute and curable form affected 98 
patients, or 41 per cent, of mental admissions. 

THE DISCHARGES 
of mental patients numbered 244 — 1 1 1 men, 1 33 women, of 
whom 76, or 31 per cent., had recovered or were capable 
of self-maintenance in the community. 
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THE RECOVERIES 

of mental patients were 55 — 22 men and 33 women. 

The average previous duration of mental illness of 
recovered patients was 19 weeks, the shortest 1 day. The 
average duration of treatment in the hospital was 31 weeks, 
the shortest treatment 4 days, the longest 12 years. 

The whole duration of mental illness of patients re- 
covered averaged 52 weeks, the shortest 6 days, the longest 
13 years and 6 months. 

THE DEATHS 

of patients numbered 27 — 12 men, 15 women. The physi- 
cal condition on admission was critical in 4 of these pa- 
tients, and death occurred within an average of 8 days 
thereafter. 

The average age at death was 61 years. 

The average duration of treatment in the Hospital was 
8 -years and 4 months, the longest duration 46 years and 
10 months. 

The whole duration of mental illness averaged 9 years 
and 1 month. 

THE MEDICAL WORK 

has been well maintained so far as treatment and care of 
patients were concerned, although the absence of experi- 
enced members of the staff and frequent changes have 
necessitated some curtailment in note-taking, literature re- 
views and staff meetings, the latter being restricted to cases 
of special interest or doubtful diagnosis. 

THE RESEARCH WORK 

in the laboratories has been interrupted by the illness of 
Dr. Orton, who would otherwise have enlisted in the Medi- 
cal Reserve Corps. The necessary laboratory routine, 
however, has been carried on satisfactorily by his assistants 
who did, during the year, 787 urinalyses, 243 blood exami- 
nations, 34 spinal fluid tests, 11 autopsies, 21 examinations

of special material in addition to 50 bacteriological speci- 
mens and 21 miscellaneous specimens. It has been a disap- 
pointment that the war situation has prevented the addition 
of the chemical laboratory in charge of a trained chemist 
as planned and authorized by the Managers, but it has 
seemed wise and necessary to postpone this for the present. 
A fuller statement may be found in the report of the Clini- 
cal Director and Pathologist. 

. THE DENTAL WORK 

for patients has been done more efficiently this year, aided 
by the new equipment installed last year. We are espe- 
cially indebted to Dr. L. Foster Jack for his advice and 
examination of special patients without remuneration. 

THE MENTAL AND NERVOUS CLINIC 

at Eighth and Spruce Streets has been held on Monday 
and Friday afternoons at three o'clock throughout the year. 
Ninety-nine new patients have been examined and treated 
or referred to the proper sources of relief. Two hundred 
and forty-nine visits of patients have been made altogether. 

The opening of Caley House for the summer as usual 
was prevented by the deficiency of nurses, causing a depriva- 
tion to men patients keenly felt. 

The less acute nursing situation at the Department for 
Women allowed the opening of Ashley House, and, be- 
cause of the need of additional accommodations, special 
effort was made to continue its use through the winter. 
The attempt was succeeding with much relief and satisfac- 
tion when, on January 7th, a fire, starting in the roof from 
a defective chimney, burned the house to the ground, leav- 
ing little but the bare stone walls standing. The patients 
were removed safely and with little discomfort. There 
were no accidents. Considerable furniture was saved. 

This house has served many purposes, a small house- 
hold for patients who have shared in common all its in- 
terests and duties, separation for the convalescent from 
the obvious manifestations of mental derangement prepara- 
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tory to home going, a pleasure resort in the country during 
the summer for many patients who have made short visits 
or day's; excursions, and a place of recuperation for the 
tired nurse or officer. Its loss causes deep regret to many, 
and its early restoration would bring joy to all. 

Necessary repairs and renewals only have been under- 
taken. The completion of work begun, as described in 
last year's report, has progressed slowly, but as fast as 
labor and materials were available.

Dr. Earl D. Bond was granted three months' vacation 
from June 15th, but returned early in September because 
of enlistment in the Medical Reserve Corps in which he 
was commissioned captain. He left the Hospital service 
on leave of absence October 15th, 1917, to assume charge 
of the psychiatric unit of the Base Hospital at Fort Mc- 
Pherson, Atlanta, Georgia, where he has remained. 

Dr. Edward A. Strecker enlisted and was commis- 
sioned first lieutenant, Medical Reserve Corps. He was 
granted leave of absence from August 4th, 1917, and after 
several weeks of busy work examining State troops, was 
ordered to Camp Hancock, Augusta, Georgia. Later he 
was made captain and appointed division psychiatrist, and 
may be expected to go soon with his division to France. 

Dr. Arthur R. Gaines, graduate of Jefferson Medical 
College, 1916, who had just completed a year's internship 
in the Altoona General Hospital, was appointed assistant 
physician at the Department for Women and came on duty 
July 1st. He was commissioned first lieutenant, Medical 
Reserve Corps, and ordered to the Army Medical School, 
Washington, D. C, on July 17th. 

Dr. Alice E. Johnson, graduate of the Women's Medi- 
cal College of Philadelphia, 1905, who had been in general 
practice with special interest in mental and nervous diseases 
became available as acting assistant physician at the De- 
partment for Women in which capacity she has .been most 
helpful since September 3rd, 1917. 

Dr. Clarence A. Patten completed a very satisfactory 
service at the Department for Men on March 1st, 1918,

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when according to intention he began an internship at the 
Jefferson Hospital. Shortly thereafter he was commis- 
sioned first lieutenant, Medical Reserve Corps, and sta- 
tioned at Camp Meade, Maryland, where he is now in 
charge of the psychiatric unit of the Base Hospital. 

Dr. William A, Dobson closed an efficient and pains- 
taking service of two years, first at the Department for 
Women and finally in the Department for Men. He had 
long sought appointment in the Canadian Army Medical 
Service, in which he was commissioned captain soon after 
accepting an internship at the Jefferson Hospital and is 
now in France. 

Dr. Arthur R. Timme, graduate in arts and medicine 
of Western Reserve University in 191 5, having had gen- 
eral hospital experience in the Harper Hospital, Detroit, 
Michigan, and Boston City Hospital and special experience 
in the Boston Psychopathic Hospital, and the Cleveland 
(Ohio) State Hospital for the Insane, was appointed as- 
sistant physician at the Department for Men, May 1st, 
1917. After an earnest service of three months he en- 
listed in the Medical Reserve Corps, and, receiving his 
commission as first lieutenant, was ordered to the Army 
Medical School at Philadelphia, and later to Camp Sher- 
man, Chillicothe, Ohio, as assistant physician in the 
psychiatric unit of the Base Hospital. 

Dr. Harold W. Kinderman, graduate of Jefferson 
Medical College, 1915, and ex-resident physician in the 
Pennsylvania Hospital, was appointed assistant physician at 
the Department for Men, November 22nd, 1917. His very 
promising service was terminated March 15th, 1918, by 
enlistment in the Medical Reserve Corps in which he was 
commissioned first lieutenant and ordered to Fort Ogle- 
thorpe, Georgia. 

Dr. Lewis M. Walker, graduate of the Harvard Medi- 
cal School, 1891, with good experience in mental hospitals, 
was fortunately able to accept an appointment as acting 
assistant physician at the Department for Men where he 
has been a most dependable and efficient worker. 
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Mr. George Sims Parker, who was appointed late 
last year business assistant to the Superintendent, resigned 
July 24th on account of enlistment in the United States 
Aviation Corps and was sent to Italy. 

Mr. ^Vilfiam H. Baldwin, graduate of the Engineering 
Department of Harvard College, with good business ex- 
perience, assumed the duties of that position November 1st, 
1917. 

These and many other changes in the Hospital corps 
have necessitated constant adjustment throughout the year, 
but the efficiency of the hospital, service has been sustained 
by a fine spirit of co-operation and forbearance among offi- 
cers and all employed. With deep thankfulness to them 
and you and hopefulness for the future we mark the close 
of ah anxious year.

AND PATHOLOGIST'S REPORT 

FOR THE YEAR ENDING SECOND MONTH 28tH, I918. 



To the Thysidan-in-Chief and Superintendent: 

Some relaxation in the scientific side of the clinical 
work has been necessary during the past year on account 
of the loss of members of our staff who have entered the 
psychiatric service of the Army. This has made itself 
evident in a curtailment of the note-taking schedule, and 
in the abandonment of the weekly literature reviews and 
in part of the staff meetings. Only two, instead of four, 
staff meetings are being held weekly. These meetings are 
now reserved for cases of special interest, or of doubtful 
diagnosis, , or when the opinion of the staff as a whole is 
advisable as to the desirability of discharge or commitment. 

The routine laboratory work of the year included 787 
urinalyses, 243 blood examinations, tests on 34 spinal 
fluids, 50 bacteriological specimens, 11 autopsies, 21 mis- 
cellaneous specimens and 21 examinations of material from 
sources outside the Hospital.

No noteworthy additions have been made to the lab- 
oratory equipment during the year. 

Courses of lectures and demonstrations have been given 
to the classes of the Training Schools for Nurses by mem- 
bers of both the clinical and laboratory staffs. 

During a considerable portion of the year the Patholo- 
gist has been unable, because of illness, to give more than 
a supervisory oversight to the laboratory work, and many 
lines of investigation projected, or under way, were aban- 
doned temporarily, but the routine work which applies more 
directly to the diagnosis and treatment of the individual 
case has been carried on in increasing volume through the 
conscientious and efficient work of the two student assist- 
ants and the laboratory technician. 

The outlook for the ensuing year is such that it seems 
advisable to postpone any attempts at broadening either the 
clinical or the laboratory work, and to confine the work 
to the routine examinations and such research work as is 
under way and can be completed without great demands 
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on either materials or personnel. With this plan in view 
the equipment of a chemical laboratory with a trained chem- 
ist in charge has been dropped, and the work in the labor- 
atory will probably be restricted more closely to activities 
of a routine nature. This part of the work is undergoing 
a natural expansion, and each year has seen greater de- 
mands on the laboratory for examinations of specimens and 
the preparation of sera and vaccines.

OF THE PENNSYLVANIA HOSPITAL, DEPARTMENT FOR MEN- 
TAL AND NERVOUS DISEASES, WEST PHILADELPHIA 

The Managers of the Pennsylvania Hospital offer at 
the Department for Mental and Nervous Diseases to men 
and women desirous of becoming trained nurses courses of 
instruction in nursing with special reference to mental and 
nervous diseases with supplementary training in affiliated 
general hospitals, preparing them for examination for State 
registration as professional nurses. 

THE SCHOOL OF NURSING FOR WOMEN 

is connected with the Department for Women, at 4401 
Market Street, being distinct from the School of Nursing 
for Men at Forty-ninth and Market Streets. 

It offers a three years' course of instruction in nurs- 
ing of which fifteen months are spent in affiliated general 
hospitals where the pupil acquires additional experience in 
medical, surgical, obstetrical and children's nursing. 

Those pupils who meet the requirements of the Train- 
ing School for Nurses of the Department for Sick and In- 
jured at Eighth and Spruce Streets, and desire to avail 
themselves of. the opportunity, may receive the necessary 
training in medical and surgical nursing therein; other 
arrangements will be made by the Managers for affording 
the required supplementary training in children's, and ob- 
stetrical nursing. 

The course of training offered has been approved, and 
the School of Nursing is registered by the Pennsylvania 
State Board of Examiners for Registration of Nurses. Its 
graduates are qualified and eligible for examination for 
State registration as professional nurses. 

The requirements for admission necessitate applying 
in the applicant's own handwriting to the Superintendent 
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of Nurses, 4401 Market Street, West Philadelphia, Pa. A 
personal interview is desirable whenever possible and may 
be arranged by letter or call on Tuesdays, 10 a m. to 12.30 
p. M. 

Applicants will be notified when accepted and will be 
expected to enter the school at any time during the year 
in turn as vacancies occur. 

Prospective pupils are encouraged to avail themselves 
of any opportunity to study anatomy, physiology, bacteri- 
ology, chemistry, sanitation and other subjects relating to 
nursing, while waiting to enter the school. 

Applicants are preferred between twenty and thirty- 
five years of age and must be of at least average height 
and weight, without physical deformities or defects and 
in good health. 

A high school education or its equivalent is desirable. 

The Physician-in-Chief and Superintendent of Nurses 
decide as to fitness of an applicant for the work of nursing, 
and may retain or dismiss her during the probationary 
period, or sever her connection with the school at any time 
for reasons which seem to them sufficient. 

The probationary period of six months is given to 
enable the applicant to decide definitely whether she really 
cares enough for nursing to agree to complete the three 
years' course, and also to enable the Superintendent of 
Nurses to determine whether the applicant is adapted to 
the work and qualified to make a success of it. 

The pupil averages sixty hours per week in the wards. 
In addition to the daily hours off duty she is given one 
whole day each week for recreation and study. Seven 
weeks' vacation is allowed during the period of training, 
During the school term, lectures and classes are attended 
in off-duty time. 

In case of illness the pupil is cared for gratuitously 
at the Hospital, unless such illness is prolonged, but all time 
lost in this way or otherwise must be made up. 

During the course of training in this Hospital the 
pupils receive in addition to their board, lodging and laun- 
29 
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dry, $18.00 a month, and while at the general hospital they 
receive the remuneration paid by that hospital. 

The monetary provision is not to be viewed in the 
light of wages, but rather as an allowance for incidental 
expenses. The education and experience are considered 
more than equivalent to the service rendered.

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THE SCHOOL OF NURSING FOR MEN 

is connected with the Department for Men, at Forty-ninth 
and Market Streets. The course covers a period of two 
years and eight months, of which two years are spent in 
the Department for Mental and Nervous Diseases and 
eight months, whenever possible to arrange, in some recog- 
nized general hospital in acquiring additional experience 
in medical and surgical nursing. 

The school is registered by the Pennsylvania State 
Board of Examiners for Registration of Nurses, and its 
graduates, who have had general hospital experience, are 
eligible for examination for State registration as profes- 
sional nurses. 

The requirements for admission necessitate applying 
in the applicant's own handwriting to the Superintendent 
of Nurses, Forty-ninth and Market Streets, West Phila- 
delphia, Pa. A personal interview is desirable whenever 
possible, and may be arranged by letter or call between 
10 a. m. and 12.30 p. m. 

Applicants are preferred between twenty and thirty- 
five years of age. 

A high school education or its equivalent is desirable. 

Applicants who are to be further considered will be 
furnished with a blank form of application which should 
be filled out and returned with a physician's certificate of 
good health. 

When accepted the applicant will be notified and ex- 
pected to enter the school at any time during the year as 
vacancies occur. 

There is a probationary period of two months to en- 
able the applicant to decide definitely whether he will agree 
to complete the required course and, furthermore, to enable 
the Superintendent of Nurses to determine whether he is 
adapted to the work and qualified to make a success of it. 

The Physician-in-Chief and Superintendent of Nurses 
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will decide as to the fitness of the applicant for the work 
of nursing, and may retain or dismiss him during the pro- 
bationary period or sever his connection with the school at 
any time for reasons which seem to them sufficient. 

During the course of training in this Hospital the 
pupils receive in addition to their board, lodging and laun- 
dry, $30.00 a month the first six months, $33.00 a month 
the second six months, and $35.00 a month thereafter but, 
while in a general hospital, they receive the remuneration 
paid by that hospital. 

The education and nursing experience are considered 
of greater value than the money compensation. 

Graduates who are retained in the service of the Hos- 
pital receive higher compensation according to the position 
filled. 

Pupils average sixty hours a week in the wards. In 
addition to their daily hours off duty they are allowed one 
whole day each week for recreation and study, and two 
weeks' vacation each year. During the school term lec- 
tures and classes are attended in off-duty time. During 
illness pupils are cared for gratuitously, unless it be pro- 
longed, and receive compensation, unless its duration ex- 
ceeds two weeks in any year. 

After the completion of the required course and pass- 
ing all examinations, the pupil is awarded a diploma, certi- 
fying to the period of his training and his good conduct 
and character. 

Instruction by demonstrations, lectures, recitations, 
laboratory work and practical exercises, is given between 
October 1st and May 31st of each school year. Pupils are 
received at any time according to the existing vacancies.

INTO THE PENNSYLVANIA HOSPITAL, DEPARTMENT FOK

All classes of mental patients without regard to the 
duration of mental disease or its curability, are admitted 
into this institution. Idiots, however, are not received; 
and for the epileptic a special agreement should be made. 

Preparatory to the reception of a patient, it is neces- 
sary to arrange the rate of weekly charge and in case of 
commitment to furnish a certificate of the patient's insanity 
from two physicians, both of whom must be residents of 
Pennsylvania, who shall have examined the patient within 
one week of its date, and the certificate shall bear date 
within two weeks of the admission of the patient, and the 
same shall be acknowledged and sworn or affirmed to before 
some magistrate or* judicial officer (not before a Notary 
Public), as required by an Act of the Legislature of Penn- 
sylvania, approved 1883. An "Order for the reception of a 
patient"* must be signed by a near relative or friend. 
Full and complete answers should also be given to ques- 
tions in "Statement" which accompanies the medical cer- 
tificates which will be furnished on application. 

For the payment of board, and removal of a patient 
when discharged, security is always required from respon- 
sible residents of Pennsylvania. Payment of board is to 
be made monthly in advance. 

Interest will be charged on bills overdue. 

Large chambers and private nurses can be supplied, if 
desired by the friends of the patients. 

Patients who are not residents of this State may be 



* Legal forms of certificates and admission papers furnished by 
the Hospital. 
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brought direct to the Hospital, where they may be re- 
ceived if the patients are manifestly insane and remain 
till the necessary medical certificates and the approval of 
the Managers can be procured, provided this be done 
within forty-eight hours. The papers should generally 
be completed before admission, and after consent for ad- 
mission has been obtained. 

The following are the forms for physicians' certifi- 
cates, order for the reception of a patient, and the bond 
that is to be executed before the order of admission is 
given:
